Some Income During 
l.'lness Not Taxable 

Some payments received by 
Illinois taxpayers on account of 
illness or personal injury are 
not taxable income, the Internal 
Revenue said today. 

Subject to certain limitations, 
the law allows a taxpayer to 
exclude from his income 
amounts received under a wage 
continuation plan financed by 
his employer when he is absent 
from his work due to injury or 
sickness. 

The taxpayer must attach a 
statement to his return show¬ 
ing the computation of the 
amount excluded, the dates of 
absence, and whether or not he 
was hospitalized. Form 2440 
may be used for this purpose. 

To determine the amount of 
the sick pay exclusion, first de¬ 
termine whether “sick pay" 
was over 75% of the regular 
weekly rate of pay. If over 75% 
is received, there is a 30-calen¬ 
dar days waiting period. There¬ 
after, the amount to be ex¬ 
cluded is limited to a rate not 
to exceed. $100 a week or the 
weekly pay, whichever is the

Major Local Impact From Gov. Kerner’s 
Administration and Retirement Decision 

The decision of Gov. Otto Kerner not to 
seek re-election must be respected; but will not 
be without impact on the Quad-Cities and the 
remainder of Illinois. He cited family considera¬ 
tions and may also have based his decision- 

"the most difficult of my life”—partly on the 
fact that no one has served three four-year 
guberatorial terms in the 150-year history of 
Illinois. 

Winner of national balloting as the most 
handsome governor and chosen last year by 
President Johnson to head the important Na¬ 
tional Advisory Committee on Civil Disorders, 
Gov. Kerner r is widely recognized as a 
conscientious, thoughtful leader unlikely to let 
himself be stampeded into rash actions. 

Critics accused him of failing to master the 
intricate tasks involved in administering the 
government of a populace of I 1 million, but 
much progress has been achieved since 1 960 in 
economic development and in expansion of 
state services to cope with population gains and 
new challenges. 

Politically, he was able to overcome two 
formidable opponents, and Republicans this 
year feared his candidacy more than those being

Does the Board Want to Block 
The $1,500,000 Drainage Grant? 

In ending its opposition to' Granite City 
drainage access to Horseshoe Lake, the East 
Side Levee & Sanitary District commendably 
acknowledged that one of its estimates of 
stormwater volume substantially exaggerated the 
amount. 

The Nameoki town board now is falling 
into the same trap. Combined with its recent 
obstructionist tactics involving municipal boun¬ 
dary changes and services to schools, the 
board's move to try to block use of a drainage 
channel may appear understandable, but really 
is not. 

At a time when the federal government is 
curbing nearly all kinds of domestic spending, 
would the Nameoki board like to see Granite 
City have to default and turn back an already 
secured, hard-earned pnd justified $1,500,000 
sewer grant? 

Nameoki township has no right—moral or 
legal to prevent its neighbors in Granite City 
from obtaining proper drainage. 

Why Bother to Think For Ourselves? 

Dr. Glenny Will Be Glad to Do It For Us 

The executive director of the Illinois Board 
of Higher Education holds a high position. But 
we don’t think it gives him the authority to 
dictate to Madison county residents, who still 
have a few rights left. 

It turns out that Dr. Glenny has been 
fighting a delaying action against SIU-SW dor¬ 
mitories primarily because he thinks he is better 
equipped than local voters to decide whether 
they need and want a junior college district. 
He has reached such a decision—an affirmative 
one — and wants to leave county property 
owners no choice but to accept it. 

Before being overruled by his board, Dr. 
Glenny tried hard to formally limit SIU-SW 
residential facilities to upperclassmen and gradu¬ 
ate students even though this would make the 
necessary revenue bonds unsalable. His conten¬ 
tion was that possible availability of dormitory 
space to freshmen and sophomores might pro¬ 
vide a basis for opposition to construction of 
junior college buildings in this region. 

Going farther, he has noted that S1U and 
the University of Illinois have been successful in 
disposing of various bonds but that only I 3.5% 
of the authorizations for junior college construc¬ 
tion in the state have been bonded so far. 

In urging a freeze on higher education 
construction work other than that given top 
priority by the board, he said that other institu¬ 
tions could "double up their classes or^ start 
night schools" but that many of the junior 
college districts do not have any facilities. It’s 
nice that S1U and the U. of I. have such a warm 
“friend." 

And it must be nice to be smarter than 
anyone else, or to think so. anyway. 

Dr. Glenny is not the first far-off bureau¬ 
crat to conclude that he knows best how to run 
other people's lives, and he probably will not 
be the last. But local voters don't have to 
capitulate; they can and should keep in mind 
his efforts to manipulate them when they go 
to the polls.

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'Dry Run' on Flood 
Planned by Engineers 

A make-believe Mississippi 
river flood from just above St. 
Louis to the Gulf of Mexico 
will be fought Tuesday and 
Wednesday through imagina¬ 
tion and paper work by the 
Army Corps of Engineers, it 
was announced today by Maj. 
Gen. R, G. MacDonnell, presi¬ 
dent of the Mississippi River 
Commission and division engi¬ 
neer, lower Mississippi valley 
division. 

The mock flood fight is de¬ 
signed to test the alertness of 
the flood fighters in the lower 
Mississippi river valley by re¬ 
hearsing activities which would 
be performed during an actual 
flood emergency and is not 
based on the prediction of some 
so-called seers that the Mis¬ 
sissippi valley will be deluged 
by a great flood this spring, 

Gen, MacDonnell said the 
staffs of his office at Vicks¬ 
burg, Miss., and of the district 
offices at St, Louis. Memphis 
and New Orleans will go 
through the “dry run" on the 
Sanies basis as a real flood 
would be handled with hpothe- 
tical river stages, predictions 
and special situations being 
used to bring the flood's crest 
down the Mississippi during a 
natural time scale._

Hearing Tests 
For All Patients 
At Alton State 

Jerry Murphy, hearing and 
speech speclalir of Alton State 
Hospital, has screened over 
S50 patients for loss of hearing 
using a portable audiometer. 

The clinic was started in late 
summer, and to date all pa¬ 
tients of Madison, St. Clair and 
Monroe counties have been 
tested, and testing of the East¬ 
ern Counties Unit gegan this 
month. 

Murphy said. "To date, 64% 
of those who failed the hearing 
tests represented patients over 
60 years of age. That is to be 
expected over the normal pop¬ 
ulation." 

A two-room testing suite is 
presently being constructed in 
the Diagnostic Building and 
equipment to furnish the clinic 
will be installed by early sum¬ 
mer. The clinic will contain a 
complete clinical audiometer, 
where services will be offered 
for hearing evaluation, hearing 
aid selection and orientation, 
lip reading and auditory train¬ 
ing. 

As soon as a speech therapist 
is added to the department a 
complete evaluation and thera¬ 
py treatment will be available. 
The clinic's evaluation will be 
a routine part of each patient's 
treatment in the near future. 

Murphy stated, "Those with 
niinor hearing loss will be 
checked every year to 18 
months, however those who 
have a more serious hearing 
loss, recommendations as to 
therapy will be made. 

"At the present time, the 
clinic's services will be limited 
to hospital residents, however, 
as personnel in the department 
is increased, we hope to be 
able to serve the community 
residents also."
